restrictive on religious freedom 
than the U.S. Constitution, and if 
passed, his amendment would pro- 
vide for the maximum religious 
protection allowed under the First 
Amendment. 

Meanwhile, the prospects of rati- 
fication of Durham’s amendment 
has those on both sides of the issue 
squabbling for support in debates 
and town meetings throughout the 
state. 

Opponents of Durham’s amend- 
ment say the measure would be a 
travesty of the civil rights of non- 
believers and followers of minority 
religions, and would shed an unfa- 
vorable light on the state. 

Chris Allen, director of Utah’s 
Society of Separationists, said the 
amendment is only an effort by the 
members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints to 
impose their beliefs on others. 
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“This is actually an issue of 
whether or not the Mormon com- 
munity is willing to respect the val- 
ues of the non-Mormon communi- 
ty,” he said. 

Allen said if the amendment is 
passed, the LDS Church will send 
out an image of intolerance and 
narrow-mindedness to all the 
nation. 

He said the current version of the 
Utah Constitution defines a 
healthy separation of church and 
state, and any efforts to mix the 
two will only result in detracting 
from the rights of the individual. 

Allen says when government 
takes on the robes of religion, big- 
otry and intolerance become insti- 
tutionalized and the Founding 
Fathers’ efforts to protect the indi- 
vidual’s freedom are defeated. 

He said if the legislation is 
passed, it would have difficulty 
standing Supreme Court scrutiny,

costing the state money and embar- 
rassment. 

However, Utah Rep. John 
Valentine, R-Provo, said an amend- 
ment to the Utah Constitution on 
religious liberties is long overdue, 
as the current constitution is 
unreasonably restrictive. 

He said the Durham Amendment 
will easily be upheld by the 
Supreme Court, because it brings 
the same language present in the 
First Amendment to the Utah 
Constitution. 

Last year legislators threatened 
to amend the constitution to allow 
prayer in public meetings, but the 
legislation was not selected by Gov. 
Bangerter to be presented during a 
special congressional session. 

Allen said Bangerter withheld 
submitting the legislation because 
the congress lacked the necessary 
two-thirds support.

WASHINGTON: — In time-honored tradition, 
George Bush and Bill Clinton will act as new-found 
friends today when the incoming president comes call- 
ing on the outgoing. 

Rivals no more, the 41st president and the 42nd will 
talk one-on-one in the Oval Office, carrying out a ritu- 
al as old as the Republic, one surely feeling quiet plea- 
sure, the other private pain. 

The official word out of the White House is that 
“there is no fixed agenda — whatever president-elect 
Clinton wants to talk about.” 

President-watchers attach much significance to the 
first meeting in the Oval Office, which is as much a 
symbol of power as it is a workplace. Often, the 
smoothness of the transition is determined there. 

Before their first formal meeting, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower derided the incoming John F. Kennedy as 
a “young whippersnapper” — the 1960 version of 


Bush’s reference to Clinton and Al Gore as “bozos.” 

But afterward they walked arm-in-arm into the 
Cabinet room and Eisenhower was described by a top 
aide as “overwhelmed by Sen. Kennedy, his under- 
standing of the world problems, the depth of his ques- 
ae his grasp of the issues and the keenness of his 
mind.” 

The outgoing Jimmy Carter, whose own handoff from 
Gerald Ford was a transition model, had prepared 
meticulously for his first meeting with successor 
Ronald Reagan. 

But, said former vice president Walter Mondale, “it 
all went over Reagan’s head and Carter really was 
shaken by it.” 

George Bush’s first post-election meeting with 
Ronald Reagan, whom he’d served as vice-president, 
was so uneventful that Marlin Fitzwater doesn’t even 
recall it. “You didn’t have the impression of great 
upheaval as you have now,” said Fitzwater who served 
both men as press secretary. 


Language program 
among largest, 
best in nation

One of the undeniable benefits of 
returning from a foreign-language 
mission is being able to graduate 
from college earlier. 

But many BYU students are dis- 
appointed to learn that earning a 
bachelors degree or a minor in a 
language involves a lot more than 
learning to speak fluently or writ- 
ing to friends in foreign countries. 

BYU students, take heart. In a 
survey of several U.S. colleges, 
BYU’s foreign language program is 
not only one of the largest and 
most complete but is also about 
average in the length of time it 
takes to earn a degree. 

In 1991, there were approximate- 
ly 9,000 BYU students enrolled in 
46 different languages. More than 
8,000 of those students spoke a lan- 
guage prior to attending BYU. 
Institutional Studies estimates 60 
percent of BYU students have 
advanced language facilities that 
includes languages from missions, 
study-abroad programs, foreign- 
language housing and students 
enrolled in 300- or 400-level class- 
es. 
Students at BYU have 58 lan- 
guage programs to choose from. Of 
those, 22 are taught regularly, 20 
are not offered every semester, 12 
are taught on demand only and 
four languages are set up for stu- 
dents who want to credit by exami- 
nation. 

Of the regularly taught languages 
at BYU, nine have BA programs. 
The languages include Chinese, 
Japanese, Korean, French, Italian, 
German, Russian, Spanish and 
Portuguese. Students are also able 
to minor in these nine languages as 
well as Arabic, Hebrew or 

candinavian studies. 

BYU also offers a language test 
for students. Students can receive 
up to 16 credits if they pass the 
test. In addition to the test, a stu- 
dent must pass a culminating 
course at the 300 level to earn all 
16 credits. A student cannot test 
out of a native language. 

In comparison, the University of 


Utah’s language department offers 
degrees in French, German, 
Russian, Spanish, Italian and 
Middle Eastern Studies. Each lan- 
guage requires 45 quarter hours in 
the 300 level or above and 25 
trimester hours of courses such as 
political science, fine arts, busi- 
ness, etc. 

A minor at the U of U requires 25 
credit hours; 10 in lower-division 
classes and 15 in upper-division 
classes. If students pass an exam, 
they can gain 25 credit hours and 
an automatic minor. 

At Michigan State University, 45 
semester credit hours are required 
for a language degree. French, 
German and Spanish are the only 
courses students can major in. 
However, if a student begins with a 
200-level or higher class, 37 credit 
hours are required. 

For language minors, 30 credits 
are required. If enrolled in an 
advanced study or accelerated pro- 
gram, only 22 credits are needed. 
MSU does not offer an exam that 
allows students to test out of class- 
es and earn credits. Instead, a 
passing score on a high school 
advanced-placement test allows a 
student to skip 100- and 200-level 
courses. Credit hours, however, are 
not given for the AP tests. 

Utah State University offers up to 
25 quarter hours of lower-division 
credit by passing a exam. To 
receive credit, the student must 
pass an upper-division course with 
a “B” or better. 

A student at Boston College who 
takes a language efficiency test will 
not receive a grade or credit for it. 
The test will fulfill the language 
core that is required for all stu- 
dents. It is not possible to minor in 
a language at Boston College. 

To receive language credit, stu- 
dents at Ohio State are required to 
take two placement tests. For a 
major in any language offered, 20 
quarter credit hours are required 
in addition to the 25 credits 
required to complete the core. 

In comparison to some universi- 
ties across the country, BYU stu- 
dents benefit from foreign language 
programs and their foreign lan- 
guage mission experiences. 
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Russian leader lauds Clinton as chief 


MOSCOW — The election of Bill Clinton sets the stage for “a qualita- 
tive leap forward” in rejuvenated U.S.-Russian ties to ensure global sta- 
bility, Foreign Minister Andrei Kozyrev said Tuesday. 

“What we expect is a new agenda with the Clinton administration,” the 
Russian foreign minister told The Associated Press in the most complete 
exposition yet of the Kremlin approach to the new White House. 

Kozyrev went further than any Yeltsin aide to date in welcoming a new 
generation to power in Washington. He praised Clinton’s foreign policy 
statements, encouraged him to find ways of stimulating private invest- 
ment in Russia and said negotiations were on track for further deep cuts 
in nuclear arsenals. 

In conversations with Clinton since the Nov. 3 election, Kozyrev said, 
President Yeltsin “tried to outline from the very beginning exactly the 
necessity of a bold strategy.” 

Kozyrev, a longtime Yeltsin aide, rejected assertions that America was 
the sole superpower, despite the Soviet collapse. He urged further U.S. 
help for Yeltsin’s reforms, saying a “Third World Russia with a first- 
class nuclear arsenal” was far more dangerous than a prosperous, demo- 
cratic Russia. 


Study links Type A’s, heart attacks 


NEW ORLEANS — Hard-driving, competition-loving Type A’s may 
face a higher risk of heart attacks because their bodies make unusually 
small amounts of protective good cholesterol, according to a study 
released Tuesday. 

Doctors have suspected since the 1950s that people with aggressive 
personalities are more likely than more laid-back folks to suffer heart 
attacks. But until now, there has been little good scientific evidence to 
explain why this is so. The latest study suggests that low levels of high- 
density lipoprotein, or HDL, the so-called good cholesterol, can explain 
virtually all of the increased risk in Type A’s. 

If later research confirms this link, it will provide more ammunition for 
those who believe stress reduction is good for the heart. “Type A’s have 
substantially lower HDL. That seems to explain their greater risk of 
heart attacks,” said Dr. JoAnn Manson, who directed the study. 


"90 census counts Native Americans 


WASHINGTON — Cherokees and Navajos account for one-fourth of 
the American Indian population, the Census Bureau said Tuesday in its 
first count of tribal membership. 

Most of the 542 tribes counted in the 1990 census have fewer than 
1,000 members, the agency said. 

Only four have more than 100,000 members: the Cherokee, 308,132; 
Navajo, 219,198; Chippewa, 103,826; and Sioux, 103,255. 

The 1990 census was the first in which the government tried to count 
the tribal membership of all American Indians. In previous censuses, the 
government estimated tribal membership. 

The tribe count covered 1.9 million American Indians. It didn’t include 
subdivisions of the Eskimos and Aleuts. 

The largest American Indian tribes are mainly in the West, where 
European settlement came late, or in Oklahoma, where some eastern 
tribes were forcibly moved to semi-autonomous homelands. 


Antelope Island hopes for more funding 


ANTELOPE ISLAND — State parks officials hope the success of the 
recent 12-day opening of Antelope Island will result in more funding for 
the island restoration project. 

Officials estimated 25,000 and 28,000 people braved cold, wet weather 
to visit the island Oct. 31-Nov. 11 for the sixth annual buffalo roundup. 

It was the first time the public was allowed to view the annual event, 
held this year in conjunction with the opening of the $2.2-million 
Antelope Island causeway. 

Construction of the 7-mile road leading from Syracuse across the Great 
Salt Lake to the island was a joint project of Davis County and the 
state’s Parks and Recreation Department. 

The project received $3 million from the Legislature this year, but offi- 
cials say it will take another $1 million to upgrade facilities on the 
island before it can be opened permanently,

U.S. offering reward 


for alleged

WASHINGTON — The United 
States is mounting an internation- 
al search, including “Wanted” ads 
and $2 million rewards, for 
Iranian-backed suspects secretly 
indicted for kidnapping and mur- 
dering Americans, officials said 
Tuesday. 

The Justice Department has 
issued sealed indictments against 
several alleged terrorists identified 
by U.S. intelligence this year as 
responsible for killing American 
hostages in Lebanon and blowing 
up at least one airliner, said a U.S. 
official who spoke on the condition 
of anonymity. 

The Justice Department declined 
to comment on the indictments, 
first reported Monday by CNN. 

One of the sealed indictments is 
against the suspected killer of 
either the CIA’s Beirut station 
chief, William Buckley, or Marine 


Lt. Col. William Higgins, said 


another source familiar with the 


indictments, who.alsowtaquested 


anonymity. 

In addition to Buckley, who died 
in captivity in Lebanon in 1985, 
and Higgins, killed by his Shiite 
Muslim captors in 1988 or 1989,

It shows pictures 
of all three murdered Americans 
and urges anyone with information 
to contact the FBI or the nearest 
U.S. embassy. 

Rewards can reach up to $4 mil- 
lion under an arrangement of 
matching funds from U.S. airlines 
for information that prevents ter- 
rorism against U.S. carriers or 
leads to the arrest and conviction of 
perpetrators of airline terrorism.

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Re-examining 
Malcolm X’s life 


The Daily Universe has been called on the carpet for its Nov. 12 editorial 
on Spike Lee’s film “Malcolm X.” Several letters to the editor were 
received in which the editorial, which spoke of Malcolm X’s life, was called 
biased, misinformed and ignorant. 

It doesn't matter if an editorial is controversial, since its goal is to make 
people think, but it must also be accurate. What the editorial presented 
was accurate to an extent, but it was inaccurate overall because it did not 
tell the entire story. The information printed was accurate; those things 
did happen in Malcolm X’s life. And had that information not been includ- 
ed, the paper would have received just as many letters to the editor point- 
ing out the weaknesses of Malcolm X. 

But the fact remains that we printed the weaknesses while leaving out 
the end of Malcolm X’s life, a life that ended with much different attitudes 
and beliefs than espoused in the beginning. 

Malcolm X did preach hatred toward whites. He did shake up the pre- 
dominantly white society in an attempt to get those with closed ears and 
minds to heed his warnings — warnings that the racism that marked 
much of society would come full circle and inflict harm on the very people 
who espoused it. 

Malcolm X taught that blacks, as a people, had to take responsibility for 
their own actions and not kowtow to the whites. While he did not prohibit 
violence, the thrust of his speeches were for blacks to accept accountability 
for themselves, something today’s black leaders are only beginning to 
preach. 

But Malcolm X changed his approach — though not his goal — after a 
visit to Mecca at the end of his life. And it was this change in approaches 
that led to his tragic assassination by his former followers. After telling 
blacks to rebel against whites, he softened his approach to include love and 
understanding for the white man. 

Despite the change, Malcolm X knew how history would treat him. In his 
autobiography, which he wrote with Alex Haley, he said, “I want you to just 
watch and see if I’m not right in what I say: that the white man, in his 
press, is going to identify me with ‘hate.’ ” Malcolm X also said he knew 
he’d be labeled “irresponsible” since anything that made society uncomfort- 
able with its values and norms would be termed as such. 

Malcolm X will always be a controversial figure. Many who approved of 
his goals did not approve of his methods. But his goal was one of equality, 
even though his methods were not always indicative of that. In his own 
words: “Sometimes, I have dared to dream to myself that one day, history 
may even say that my voice — which disturbed the white man’s smugness, 
and his arrogance, and his complacency — asthe = helped to save 


America from a grave, possibly even a fatal catastro! eo 

Psychologist Dr. Kenneth’B? Clark was quoted in Malcolm X’s autobiogra- 
phy as saying, “I had a deep respect for this man. I believe that he was sin- 
cerely groping to find a place in the fight for Civil Rights, on a level where 
he would be respected and understood fully ... It doesn’t matter so much 
about his past. It is tragic that he was cut down at the point when he 
seemed on the verge of achieving the position of respectability he sought.” 

Two days before his death Malcolm X said, in reference to his past, “That 
was a mad scene. The sickness and madness of those days! I’m glad to be 
free of them.” 

While still not condoning acts of violence, we admit that individuals can 
and do change with time. 

No one denies that Malcolm X was a controversial man, a man who had 
faults and weaknesses. Unfortunately, too many people stop at that point 
and don’t realize that, flawed or not, Malcolm X fought for a cause, for 
something he believed in and was willing to die for.

The Daily Universe does not understand 
that the key to Malcolm X is not to reject

would — something Reids all seem 
to have in common. Roger’s son 
Randy always dreamed of playing 
for BYU and that, too, has come 
true. 

But let’s stick with Roger for a 
moment. 

The feeling about Reid through- 
out the BYU community is one of 
respect, except from the occasional 
Frank Arnold holdover who would 
rather score 100 points per game, 
even if it meant winning just 17 
games a season instead of Reid’s 
average of 22. 

“(Reid) has brought exactly the 
combination we want in coaches. at 
BYU,” said BYU President Rex 
Lee. “He builds character first of 
all. Second, he’s concerned about 
the players’ activities as students 
more than as players. Third, he’s 
highly competent in that as he 
builds character and. good students, 
we’ve been atop the Western 
Athletic Conference for three years. 

“And he attracts the kind of bas- 
ketball players that are oer. the 
kind of person he is.” 

Tuckett agrees. “He aR WNEEE 
exactly for that for which the bas- 
ketball program stands. He is the 
embodiment of the Mormon work 
ethic.” 

And what a work ethic it is. Reid 
once earned money digging ditches

10 hours a day. Assistant coach 
Tony Ingle said Reid’s philosophy 
is that players pay attention to 
what you do, not what you say. 
And what Reid does is work — 
hard. And if a player wants to play 
for him, he must do the same. 

That means playing tough, man- 
to-man defense every minute of 
every game. “If you don’t play D,” 
Reid tells his team, “you get to sit 
next to Coach Reid on the bench. I 
tell the offensive hotshots it’s tough 
to score from the bench.” 

But Reid understands that 
defense is hard. Digging ditches 
taught him more than-just a hearty 
work ethic. “I learned I didn’t want 
to dig ditches.” 

But sometimes people have to do 
things they don’t want to do. The 
defensive stance “is not a natural 
position,” Reid said: Defense takes 
hard work, intelligence, courage 
and aggressiveness.” 

Playing defense is a lot to ask of a 
player, Reid realizes. But Ingle 
said Reid “will not ask a player to 
do something he hasn’t done or 
wouldn’t do. The players respond to 
that.” 

Motivating players is the most 
important ingredient in Reid’s suc- 
cess, Ingle said. “It’s his ability to 
discern people and to see their full 
potential. Then they are enticed to

reach it because of his example.” 
It’s fitting that a current Cougar 
practice T-shirt reads “Go Hard or 
Go Home.” 

Son Randy is an example of 
Reid’s ability to motivate. Self- 
admittedly the kind of player who 
abhorred defense in high school, 
Randy chose BYU over 80 other 
schools, including North Carolina, 
who recruited him for his shooting. 

Now Randy is a convert to the 
importance of defense. How did his 
dad do it? “His enthusiasm and his 
love for the game and his work 
ethic motivate you to be the best 
player you can be,” Randy said. 

Like Roger, one reason Randy 
chose to become a Cougar was that 
it had been what he always want- 
ed. Both he and his father attrib- 
uted Randy’s poor shooting perfor- 
mance in Tuesday’s Varsity 
Preview to jitters. “I think I was 
just a little excited,” Randy said. 
“(Tuesday night) was the culmina- 
tion of a lifelong dream.” 

Reid’s emphasis on defense caus- 
es people to think BYU’s style of 
play is boring, that it lacks offen- 
sive firepower. But the Cougs are 
consistently among the highest- 
scoring teams in the WAC — and 
they win games. Only twice in BYU 
history has a Cougar team won 
more than last season’s 25 games 


— the 1951 team went 28-8 and 
won the NIT and the 1988 team 
finished 26-6 after flirting with 
being ranked No. 1 in the nation. 
Luckily for BYU fans, Reid would 
like to like to continue emulating 
LaVell Edwards. He’s uncomfort- 
able talking about the future, 
about staying at BYU until he 
retires, but he’s just being realistic, 
he says. Tuckett is in better posi- 
tion to determine reality. “This is 
not a stepping stone for him,”

University of Utah head football coach Ron 
McBride said the thing that worries him the most 
about this Saturday’s game is how well BYU is play- 
ing at this point in the season. 

“T think they’re as good as any team in the country 
at this time of the year,” McBride said at Tuesday’s 
Big Five Huddle in Salt Lake. 

The Cougars go into Saturday’s game with a three- 
game winning streak. In those three games, the BYU 
defense has allowed an average of 8 points per game 
while the BYU offense has scored an average of 31 
points per game. 

“Defensively, I think they’re excellent,” McBride 
said. “I think they’ve played excellent defensively all 

ear.” 

McBride said that he was impressed with the 
Cougar’s running game this year and said that if he 
was BYU, he would run the ball. 

BYU wide receiver Tyler Anderson said that run- 
ning the ball will be an important part of the Cougar 
offense on Saturday. 

“The University ‘of Wtah’s defense against the run 
isn’t the best, so we are going to attack them with 
the running game,” Anderson said. The passing 
game will still be a big part of the Cougar offense, 
but Anderson said the Ute defense would be more 
vulnerable to the run. 

Anderson said it will be important for the offense to 
try and score every time they get the ball so they can 
give the defense a rest and take the crowd out of the 
game. 


“If we give them a chance to get into the game, I 
think the crowd will be a pretty big factor,” Anderson 
said. “We have to go out and score to get the crowd 
out of it.” 

Anderson said that the game against the Utes has 
special meaning to him because he grew up in Utah 
as a BYU fan and has followed the rivalry between 
the Utes and Cougars. Another Utah native for 
whom the rivalry has special meaning is BYU defen- 
sive lineman Greg Pitts. 

“Tt really means a lot to me to not only play, but 
beat Utah,” Pitts said. “There’s always something 
about playing these guys that you just want to play 
your best and play a little harder.” 

BYU head coach LaVell Edwards said this is a very 
big game for the Cougars. He said that not only is 
the opportunity to claim part of the WAC champi- 
onship on the line, but that just the fact that the 
opponent is Utah makes it a big game. 

“It still means a lot and is still the biggest game of 
the year as far as I’m concerned,” Edwards said. 

Both coaches expressed concerns over the injuries 
they’ve had toward the end of the season. Edwards 
said BYU linebacker Shad Hansen probably won’t be 
able to play this week, but would be back for a bowl 
game, and that running back Kalin Hall should be 
ready to go Saturday. 

McBride said a key in his team’s 38-7 victory over 
Wyoming last week was the Utes’ ability to get some 
of their players rested and somewhat healed before 
the game. 

“In order for us to have a chance against (BYU) 
Saturday, what we're going to have to do is get every 
player we have healthy to play,” McBride said.

Marlins gamble with Harvey; 
Rockies go with experience

After the first round of Tuesday’s 


expansion draft it was clear what 
kind of an attitude the Colorado 
Rockies and Florida Marlins were 
going to take into their inaugural 
seasons. 

The Rockies appear to have a “be 
competitive now” attitude while 
the Marlins seem content to build 
with young, inexperienced 
prospects that won’t command 
exorbitant salaries. 

Colorado’s 13 first round picks 
have played in a combined 2,808 
major league games while the 
Marlins first 13 picks have 
appeared in a combined total of 
590 — 2,218 less than the Rockies. 

As reported Monday, the Rockies 
picked David Nied out of the 
Atlanta Braves organization with 
the first overall pick. Nied was 14- 
9 with a 2.84 earned run average 
at Class AAA Richmond last sea- 
son. In five minor league seasons, 
Nied won 57 games. Marlins gen- 
eral manager Dave Dombrowski 
said Florida would also have 
selected Nied first if they had won 
the coin flip for the first pick. 

The Marlins selected 22-year-old 
Nigel Wilson from Toronto with 
the second overall pick. Wilson, a 
left fielder, spent last season at 
Class AA Knoxville, where he hit 
.274 with 26 home runs and 69 
RBI. He also stole 13 bases. 

Of the 36 players picked by the 
Rockies, 20 were pitchers, four 
were outfielders, eight were 
infielders and four were catchers. 
Of the Rockies’ twenty pitching 
draft picks, 16 were right handers. 

The breakdown of the Marlins’ 
picks looks fairly similar to what 
the Rockies selected — at least in 
terms of what positions they draft- 
ed. The Marlins took 21 pitchers, 
eight outfielders, four infielders 


and three catchers. Seventeen of 


their pitchers are righties. 

The Rockies got veteran help in 
the first round. They took Yankee 
third baseman Charlie Hayes with 
the third overall pick. Hayes hit 
.257 with 18 homeruns and 66 RBI 
in 1992. Rockies general manager 
Bob Gebhard said Hayes will be 
the team’s everyday third base- 
man. 

With the seventh pick the 
Rockies picked up Padre outfielder 
Jerald Clark, a .242 hitter with 
San Diego last year. Other veter- 
ans selected by the Rockies in the 
first round: Alex Cole (Pittsburgh), 
Joe Girardi (Chicago Cubs) and 
Eric Young (Los Angeles) 

There was a lot of speculation 
that several superstars would be 
left unprotected, drafted and then 
traded, but when it was all over, 
only a few name players were 
picked. . 

Bryan Harvey, the ‘American 
League saves leader in 1991, was 
taken by the Marlins on the 20th 
pick of the first round. Harvey, 
who had elbow surgery last sea- 
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son, will be reunited with Marcel 
Lachemann, who left the Angels at 
the end of the season to become 
the Marlins’ pitching coach under 
his brother Rene Lachemann, the 
Marlins’ manager. 

Whitey Herzog, the Angels’ gen- 
eral manager, said Harvey’s ques- 
tionable health and $3 million 
salary were the reasons the Angels 
left the 29-year-old hurler unpro- 
tected. In an ESPN interview, 
Harvey seemed surprised, but 
said, “I’m really happy to be back 
with Lach(emann).” 

Several trades announced after 
the draft indicate many of the 
picks were made for trade reasons 
only. (For a complete list of the the 
draft day trades, see the Record 
Book)

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Pick running shoes 
to match weigNt, 
need, experts say

Running shoe specialists and 
podiatrists recommend various 
running shoes for different types of 
running and advise finding shoes 
to meet individual needs. 

Dr. Allan Gomez, a podiatrist, 
said there are certain things to con- 
sider when purchasing a running 
shoe. He said runners need to be 
aware of the surface they will be 
running on and 
also realize every- 
one’s feet are not 
alike. Gomez said 
no single shoe is 
good for everyone. 

Rob  Deucher, 
owner of Rob’s 
Running Center, said there are two 
different types of running shoes. 
He said one type is for “normal” 
running on regular surfaces, and 
the other type is for “trail” running, 
which includes rugged terrain. 

Deucher said trail shoes usually 
have a different pattern on the 
sole, and the midsole is typically 
made of polyurethane, a synthetic 
rubber. 

Deucher said midsoles in regular 
shoes are usually made of ethylene 
vinyl acetate, a lighter-weight 
foam. 

According to “The Foot Book: A 
Guide to Podiatric Care,” runners 
should look for shoes with ade- 
quate insole cushioning, padding 
around the ankle opening, good 
eee ee support and a flexible 
sole. 

The book advised to break new 
shoes in gradually and to do 
stretching exercises prior to run- 
ning to reduce foot injuries. 

The book stated when running, 
body weight is multiplied four to 
five times, depending on the run- 
ner’s speed. 

Deucher said the runner’s weight 
is a determining factor in what 
kind of shoe to buy. He said a run- 
ner who weighs more will want to 
buy a shoe with a sturdier midsole. 

Deucher said the midsoles are 
usually what wears out first. 
Runners should replace their shoes 
when they have lost their shock- 
absorbing ability, at least every six 
months or 500 miles, he said.

Deucher also advised runners to 


consider alternating shoes if they 


will be running on varying sur-} 


faces. 
Deucher said basketball, tennis 


and walking shoes shouldn’t be; 


used for running. He said cross 
trainers aren’t running shoes. 

“The only time (cross trainers) are 
good for running is if somebody is 
chasing you and wants your wal- 
let,” Deucher said. 

The May 1992 
issue of Consumer 
Reports gave run- 
ners tips on buying 
shoes. The magazine 
said to shop at the 


your feet are the 
largest, to avoid buying shoes too 
small. 

Other tips include trying on both 
shoes, looking for defects in work- 
manship and physically testing the 
shoes by hopping on a non-carpeted 
surface to test for adequate cush- 
ioning and support. 

The magazine said to consider 
comfort, flexibility, stability, venti- 
lation and visibility if running at 
night. 


Ryan Schmidt, 22, a senior major- | 


ing in family science from Mesa, 
Ariz, said he thinks the best run- 
ning shoes are those with a “good 
cushioning system,” and backed by 
a name brand. 

“The name brand signals a quali- 
ty shoe, especially if the shoe com- 
pany has been around for a while,” 
Schmidt said. 

Running shoe prices vary accord- 
ing to the shoe. Deucher said there 
are typically three price ranges: 
$50, $70 and $100. 

“The basic difference in price is 
the features and benefits,” Deucher 
said. 

Deucher said just because the 
shoe is more expensive doesn’t 


mean it will be more suitable to the | 


needs of the runner. Runners 
should stick with shoes that are 
comfortable and feel right on their 
feet. 

Once the runner has found a com- 
fortable shoe, Deucher said, it is 
not necessary to switch to a new 
model every time the old pair 
wears out. 


Benefit auction gives help 
to hungry Utah children

A pair of Marie Osmond’s auto- 
graphed blue jeans will be one of 
the items auctioned off at an 
upcoming benefit festival for the 
Utah Campaign to End Childhood 
Hunger. 

Utahns Against Hunger, a non- 
profit organization incorporated in 
1979, is sponsoring the Nov. 21 fes- 
tival as part of its goal to improve 
the well-being of Utah’s people, 
said Steve Winitzky, assistant 
director of Utahns Against Hunger. 

Lori Richens, benefit festival 
coordinator, said other auction 
items include hotel accommoda- 
tions, opera tickets and Utah Jazz 
tickets. Handicraft and food booths 
will be set up and musical enter- 
tainment will be offered all day, 
she said. 

A Salt Lake City band, Anastasia, 
will be performing that night as 
the main event of the festival. 
Richens, who is also a member of 
Anastasia, said the band has writ- 


ten three songs about needy chil- 
dren. 

The festival will be Saturday at 
Expo Mart, 230 W. 200 South, Salt 
Lake City and will run from 11 
a.m. until midnight. Admission is 
$5 and other donations will be 
accepted all day. Proceeds will go 
to the Utah Campaign to End 
Childhood Hunger. 

Bob Amundson, project coordina- 
tor of the statewide study, said the 
festival comes at the. conclusion of 
a comprehensive study of inade- 
quate food resources among low- 
income Utah families with chil- 
dren. 

The committee interviewed 800 
households that were eligible for 
federal help and had children 
under 12, Amundson said. The 
study was to find out how many 
children are going hungry in Utah. 

In 1991, an estimated 51,000 
Utah children experienced hunger 
on a regular basis because their 
parents could not afford food, 
according to a national census.
